The W of ee in a melodrama in 
progress in the People's theater, Leavitt and 
Van Buren streets, last evening was echoed 
by the reports of weapons in the hands of 
holdup men engaged in a daring robbery a 
few yards from the theater lobby. A re- 
volver battle with theater employés fol- 
lowed the holding up of S. H. Jackson in his 
drug store in the building. The escape of 
the two thieves made thé final act of the 
drama seem an antielimax. 

The rabbery occurred a few minutes after 
10 o' clock. Mr. Jackson was alone in his 
store when the door was opened by two men, 
each. having a handkerchief tied about his 
face and displaying revolvers. The move- 
ments of the persons in the room could be 
seen from the street and the proprietor was 
ordered to walk behind a partition away 
from the view of passersby. He had but 
obeyed the command of the men when J. H. 
Wilson, proprietor of a billiard hall in the 
building, entered. 


Patron Also Made 

The attitude of the men was observed too 
late by the newcomer, who in turn was 
threatened by revolvers. Obeying the orders 
of the leader, he quickly joined Jackson as a 
prisoner behind the screen, while one of the 
men searched the pockets of the two. 

In the hurried search of the victims a 
wallet containing $400 in the pocket of Mr. 
Jackson was missed by the men, whosecured 
only a watch and $14. From Mr. Wilson a 
watch and $10 were taken. 

Before the search had been completed the 
men again were interrupted by the entrance 
of Charles White, porter in the theater. A 
uniform worn by White closely resembles 
the regulation police attire. As he swung 
the door open two shots were fired at him. 
The reports were heard Dy attendants com- 
ing from the theater. As White leaped aside 
the thieves ran out, again firing at him.
